Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  1952  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District. 

Vital  Statistics  (see  also  page  4) 

The  estimated  population  fell  by  90  to  6,790.  The 
comparative  Birth  Rate  (12.4)  and  comparative  Death  Rate 
(12.9)  showed  little  change  over  the  preceding  year’s 
figures,  the  latter  remaining  slightly  above  the  Death  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  Birth  Rate,  however,  compares 
very  unfavourably  with  the  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Vales 


and  is  probably  due  in  part  to  the  continued  housing  shortage, 
and  in  part  to  the  small  amount  of  all-the-year -round 


employment  available  to  young  married  men. 

This  year  I  have  included  a  table  showing  the  causes 
of  death,  with  the  figures  for  the  preceding  year  for 


comparison.  From  this  table  it 
is  no  longer  the  killing  disease 


can  be  seen  that  tuberculosis 
that  it  was  in  recent  years. 


Infectious  Diseases.  The  total  number  of  notified  cases 
fell  from  8l  in  195 1,  to  only  25.  This  reduction  was  due 
to  the  abatement  of  the  measles  and  whooping  cough  epidemics 
which  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  1951* 

Only  6  fresh  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  registered  during 
the  year,  and  this  most  encouraging  figure  gives  us  hope  that 
it  will  not  bo  very  long  before  tuberculosis  becomes  a  rare 


disease . 
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Accidents  in  the  Home*  Deaths  from  accidents  during  recent 
years  have,  fortunately,  been  low.  Last  year  there  were  no 
road  deaths  amongst  the  residents  and  none  from  other  mishaps. 
For  each  death ,  however ,  there  must  be  many  accidents  causing 
injury,  and  sometimes  near-death,  of  which  we  have  no  official 
record.  The  Government  is  deeply  concerned  at  the  economic 
and  social  cost  to  the  nation  and  serious  efforts  are  at  last 
to  be  made  to  reduce  the  annual  toll. 

More  fatal  accidents  occur  in  the  house  than  on  the 
roads  and  it  should  be  possible  to  reduce  home  accidents 
by  education  of  the  public.  The  chief  causes  are  burns, 
scalds,  falls,  accidental  poisoning  and  electrocution. 

The  most  vulnerable  age-groups  are  children  and  old  persons. 

On  visiting  many  households  one  can  only  wonder  that 
there  are  not  more  fatal  accidents.  The  hazards  are  many, 
but  nearly  all  are  preventable 5  these  are  loose  hall-mats, 
badly  lighted  stairs,  treacherously  concealed  steps  between 
rooms,  unguarded  open  fires  and  electric  and  gas  fires, 
bottles  of  petrol  on  mantlepieces  over  fires,  nadly  ventilated 
geysers,  worn  and  frayed  electric  leads  to  irons  and  vacuum 
cleaners,  electric  hand  switches  on  bathroom  walls,  unlabelled 
or  insufficiently  labelled  bottles  containing  poisons, 
dangerous  pills  (often  chocolate-coated)  lying  within  reach 
of  children  -  these,  and  many  more,  are  daily  threats  to  the 
lives  of  the  occupants.  Year  after  year,  in  different  parts 
of  the  country,  young  women  are  killed  by  using  electric 
hairdryers  in  bathrooms,  housewives  die  from  touching  live 
electric  leads,  children  touch  bars  of  electric  fires, 
party  drosses  burst  into  flames  from  contact  with  unguarded 
fires,  old  persons  fracture  their  thighs  from  slipping  on 
polished  floors  or  from  falling  downstairs  which  have  a  hand 
rail  on  one  side  only. 
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If  each  householder  would  survey  his  house  and  his 
electrical  equipment  at  intervals,  bearing  these  points 
in  mind,  much  suffering  and  many  tragedies  would  bo 
avoided.

Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  first  annual  report 
on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  urban  district  of 
Vent nor  and  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  1952. 

By  courtesy  of  Dr.  D.  Warren  Browne,  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  the  report  is  set  out  for  the  first  time  as 
a  separate  item. 

The  temporary  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr,  P.  Rees,  was 
responsible  for  the  work  until  the  l8th  February  when  1 
assumed  duty. 

Meat  inspection  at  the  Bacon  Factory  at  Wroxall 
forms  an  important  part  of  the  duties  and  this  work 
takes  up  much  of  the  time  on  three  days  weekly,  thus 
leaving  only  two  and  a  half  days  to  attend  to  complaints, 
routine  surveys  and  inspections  and  all  the  multifarious 
duties  which  a  Sanitary  Inspector  is  called  upon  to 
perform. 

During  the  year  201  complaints  were  received  on 
various  subjects  including  mainly  the  defective  condition 
of  dwelling  houses,  defective  drains,  unsound  food  and 
rat  and  vermin  infestation  and  various  matters  described 
as  nuisances. 

WaRr  Supply.  During'  the  year  there  was  no  shortage 
of  water  and  samples  taken  at  regular  intervals  at 
various  places  in  the  town  and  at  the  sources  showed  the 

/water 
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water  to  be  of  a  very  good  bacteriological  standard. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  also  shows  that 
Vent nor 's  water  supply  is  quite  satisfactory  having 
faint  traces  of  iron  and  no  deleterious  materials. 

It  is  of  appreciable  temporary  hardness  and  has  a  fine 
sandy  matter  in  suspension.  This  is  stated  to  be 
quite  harmless 5  although  responsible  for  many  complaints 
and  causing  trouble  in  water  systems.  The  installation 
of  filters  or  adequate  settling  tanks  would  arrest  the 
matter  and  give  a  water  of  excellent  quality. 

Dairies  and  Milk  Supply.  In  addition  to  the  large 
combine  which  supplies  most  of  the  town’s  requirements, 
there  are  four  smaller  dairies  retailing  milk  in  the  area. 
One  of  these  which  was  sited  in  unsuitable  premises  has 
been  re-built  on  a  new  site  and  is  now  very  satisfactory. 
Samples  of  pasteurised  milk  retailed  in  the  area  were 
taken  at  regular  intervals  and  all  of  these  satisfied  the 
phosphatase  test.  School  milks  were  also  sampled 
regularly  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  all  of  the 
schools  are  now  supplied  with  pasteurised  milk. 

Food  frhops .  All  food  premises  were  inspected  during 
the  year  and  following  suggestions  and  requests  to  the 
management  many  improvements  were  carried  out  including 
the  provision  of  adequate  washing  facilities  for  the  use 
of  the  staff • 

Hotels.  Cafes  and  Restaurants.  With  the  increasing 
awareness  of  the  public  to  the  possible  dangers  from 
contaminated  food  and  its  demand  for  an  improved  standard 
of  food  hygiene,  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the 
majority  of  proprietors  of  catering  establishments  upon 
which  the  town  depends  a  great  deal,  are  co-operating 
willingly  in  this  matter.  Many  improvements  have  been 

/carried 
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carried  out  to  these  premises  in  accordance  with 
modern  practice  and  a  high  standard  of  personal  and 
structural  hygiene  results.  In  the  busy  season  some 
establishments  experience  difficulty  due  to  lack  of 
suitably  trained  staff  and  it  is  here  that  education 
in  food  hygiene  by  means  of  lectures,  talks  and 
demonstrations  can  be  most  helpful. 

Refuse  Disposal.  There  were  a  number  of  premises  in 
the  town  not  provided  with  suitable  dust  bins.  This  is 
partly  due  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  galvanised 
bins,  ordinary  black  iron  or  painted  bins  have  a  very 
limited  life  in  the  salt  atmosphere.  It  is  hoped  to 
pursue  the.  matter  of  providing  regulation  galvanised 
dust  bins  when  the  supply  position  is  easier  and  it 
may  be  that  the  Council  would  consider  themselves 
supplying  bins  at  an  annual  charge  as  provided  for  in 
the  Public  Health  Act,  193&« 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  and 
periodic  visits  were  paid  to  the  tip  to  ensure  freedom 
from  rats  and  fly  breeding. 

Drainage.  All  drainage  work  to  new  buildings  was 
inspected  and  subjected  to  the  water  test  before  being 
finally  approved.  By  these  methods  it  is  hoped  to  set 
and  maintain  a  higher  standard  of  workmanship  in  the 
drainage  of  buildings. 

A  number  of  drains  on  existing  property  were  discovered 
to  be  defective  and  these  were  either  repaired  or  re-laid. 
This  is  an  important  work  in  such  a  district  as  due  to 
the  geological  formation,  it  is  essential  that  no  excess 
of  water  is  allowed  to  percolate  into  the  subsoil  with 
consequent  danger  of  subsidence  and  damage  to  property. 
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Housing.  At  the  request  of  the  Housing  Committee 
applicants  for  council  houses  or  flats  were  visited 
in  their  homes  and  investigations  and  reports  made 
in  95  cases. 

Food  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Premises.  At 
the  wroxall  Bacon  Factory  11*986  pigs  were  slaughtered 
and  inspected.  This  is  the  largest  number  since  the 
year  1941  when  livestock  population  in  the  United  Kingdom 
was  drastically  reduced s  of  this  number  of  pigs*  3*5% 
were  found  to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis*  mainly 
localised.  In  cases  where  a  number  of  infected  pigs 
were  received  from  one  farm  or  where  there  was  other 
evidence  that  there  may  be  tuberculous  infection  at  the 
farm*  the  Veterinary  Officer  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  was  notified  and  he  visited 
the  farms  concerned  and  made  recommendations  where  he 
thought  necessary.  By  this  method  of  co-operation  it 
is  hoped  to  further  reduce  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis 
in  bacon  pigs.  Other  diseases  necessitating  condemnation 
of  carcases  wore  swine  erysipelas,  peritonitis,  fever* 
jaundice,  pyaemia  and  septicaemia. 

Little  had  been  done  to  modernise  the  Bacon  Factory 
until  this  year  when  a  scheme  of  re -conditioning  and 
improving  the  premises  was  put  in  hand.  The  interior 
walls  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  hanging  room  have  been 
tiled,  floors  re-surfaced  and  new  equipment  provided. 
Further  improvements  including  the  construction  of  a  meat 
products  preparation  room  are  pending.  When  these  are 
complete  the  Factory  will  comply  in  every  way  with  modern 
standards  of  hygiene. 

It  was  found  on  inspection  of  the  food  shops  in  the 
town  that  some  of  the  older  premises  were  in  need  of 

/alterations 
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alterations  and  repairs  in  order  to  comply  with  recent 
legislation.  Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  owner 
and  proprietors  such  premises  are  being  put  in  order 
and  fitted  with  necessary  appliances.
